1'he  French  general  la  Fayette, 
w  ho  was  detained  as  a  prifoner  ot 
ftntein  the  Aultrian  forii  ci's  of  Ol- 
nuitz  iu. Moravia,  founJ  means  on  i 
the   8rh   of  this  month  to  efcape  I 
with  one  oi  the  companions  of  nil 
misfortune.     1  he  pei  loji  who  aid-  ' 
ed  in  the  recovery  of  his  liberty 
is  Bollman,  a  young  doctor  of  phy- 
lic,  by  birth  a  Hanoverian.     1  he 
follow  ing  is  the  account  given  of 
the  ci.  cum  fiance. 

The  young  Phyhfian  had  long 
fonned  the  project  of  liberating  la 
Fayette,  V\  uh  this  view,  he  had 
palled  fometimeat  Vienna,  w  hence 
iie  repaired  to  Olmutz  with  a  tra- 
v<  Ling  can  i.ige  and  two  very  line 
fadille  horles.  By  means  of  the 
coiinev.ions  he  had  formed  at  VU 
enna.  he  oblah.ed  peru.ifiion  to  fee 
M.  de  la  Fayette,  whole  health 
was  impaired  by  long  imprifon- 
ment.  He  declared  the  air  wa3 
ablolutly  necellary  and  propoled 
that  la  Fayette  lhould  be  allowed 
to  go  in  a  carriage,  accompankd  by 
his  friend,  la  Tour  Maubourg, 
under  the  guard  of  an  officer.
